Mr. Kingsley, Chairman of the Committee on the International 
Conference of Social Work presented the report of that Committee, 
Our Committee has discharged its two responsibilities. First, the 
securing of the delegation from the Unitec States, and second, the 
raising of our contribution of $1000.00. The Chairman reported 
that 186 delegates had been accredited and that in addition to 
this number many social workers were planning to attend the Inter- 
national Conference without being accredited as delegates. He 
reported that abbr dy had been received as a result of the letter 
of appeal that had been sent out early in the year. Over five 
hundred contributors had participated in this fund. He stated 
that the pledge of $1000.00 had been forwarded to Dr. Sand in 
Paris and that the balance of the fund had reverted to the Confer- 
ence treasury as partial payment of the unusual expenses which the 
Conference has borne because of its work for the International 
Conference, , 


It was recommended that a simple organization of the 
accredited delegation be affected in order to take care of any 
situation which might arise in Paris. 


By common consent, the Committee on the International 
Conference recommended to the Executive Committee the appointment 
of Mr. Homer Folks as Chairman of the delegation and Mr. Howard 
R. Knight as the Secretary. 


Upon motion duly made and seconded it was 
that the report of the Committee on International Conference of 
Social Work be accepted and that Mr. Homer Folks be appointed 
Chairman of the delegation and Mr. Knight, Secretary. 


Upon motion duly made and seconded, it was 
that the President be authorized to appoint a Committee on 
Election and a Committee of Tellers to have charge of the Confer- 
ence election, the Chairman of each of these committees to have 
power to add to their number if necessary.

Committee of Tellers: Mr. Arthur Dunham, Chairman, 
Mr, Walter West, Miss Louise Cottrell, Mrs. Ruth W, Atkinson, 
and Mr. L.A. Halbert. 


The Secretary, in the absence of Mr. Bookman the 
Treasurer, read the Auditor's Report and explained in detail 
some of the items contained therein. The Auditor's Report is 
on file in the office of the Secretary and also in the office 
of the Treasurer. A copy of the financial statement covering 
the fiscal year, June lst, 1927 to May Slst, 1928 will be 
published in the August Bulletin. Upon motion duly made and 
seconded, it was 


that the report be accepted. 


It was announced that the Committee on Time and Place 
of the 1929 Conference was ready to make its report to the 
Executive Committee. Mr. Otto Davis the Chairman of this 
committee, reported that the Committee after giving careful 
consideration to the six splendid and satisfactory invitations 
received from Boston, Philadelphia, Atlantic City, Detroit, 
Minneapolis, and San Francisco, had unanimously voted to 
recommend San Francisco for the 1929 Conference, the dates to 
be set by the Executive Committee. (The Committee's written 
report in full is published in the Proceedings in the Minutes 
of the second Business Session. ) 


At this point, Mr. Kingsley had to leave the Committee 
for another appointment and requested Mr. Lee, the Vice-President, 
to take the chair, 


After thorough discussion of all the factors involved 
in acceptirg this invitation and upon motion duly made and 
seconded, it was 


that the report of the Time and Place Committee be accepted and 
recommended to the Conference. 


A question was raised as to the procedure in selecting 
the time and place of the annual meeting. It was suggested that 
possibly better planning could be accomplished if the time and 
place were selected two years in advance rather than according 
to the present custom, It was pointed out that no constitutional 
ammendment would be required to change the present custom, action 
by the Conference instructing the Executive Committee to adopt 
this new policy being regarded as sufficient to cover the situation, 
After further discussion, and motion duly made and seconded, it was 


that the whole question be referred to a special committee of three 
to be appointed by the President, said committee to report back 

to the Executive Committee at a meeting to be called prior to the 
business session of the Conference on Tuesday, May 8th. 


The President appointed the following committee: Mr. 
Owen Lovejoy, Chairman, Miss Dorothy Kahn, Mr. Homer Borst. 
The Chairman of the Committee expressed the opinion that the 
Committee would be ready to report by Monday, May 7th in the 
afternoon. Therefore the next meeting of the Executive Committee 


was called for 5:00 P.M., Monday, May 7th. 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned.

The report of the special committee on procedure in 
selecting time and place for the National Conference was called 
for and was presented by Mr. Lovejoy, the Chairman. 


"Pursuant to the action of the Executive Committee on 
Friday, May 4th, your special Committee gegs to submit the 
following report. 


We recommend that the Conference instruct the Committee 
on Time and Place for the Conference of 1929 to report on 
invitations for the Conference of 19350 and 1931 and make 
recommendations accordingly. 


We further recommend that at subsequent meetings of the 
Conference, this policy of selecting the meeting place two 
years in advance become the policy of the National Conference of 
Social Work." 


Questions being raised as to what the appropriate action 
would be, the chair ruled that the report if recommended by the 
Executive Committee should be referred to the Conference for 
action at its business session the following day. 


After thorough discussion of the report and upon motion 
duly made and seconded, the report of the special committee was 
approved by the Executive Committee and referred to the Conference 
with the recommendation for favorable action, 


Mr. Fugene K, Jones asked for the floor and made the 
following statement: 


"TI wish to express the appreciation of the colored members 
of the National Conference of Social Work as well as that of 
myself persmally of the efforts which have been made by the 
officials of the National Conference of Social Work and of the 
local Memphis Committee in making the colored delegates comfortable 
at this Conference. Especially, do I wish a record made of the 
fact that the colored delegates feel that the Memphis group has 
kept the pledges which it made at Des Moines to the effect that 
there would be no racial discrimination at the breakfast, luncheon, 
and dinner meetings, and in the seating of delegates at the Conference 
sessions. 


This has been an epoch making Conference so far as 
race relations are concerned. The discussions of the social 
problems growing out of race contacts have been full and free - 
the colored delegates and those sympathetic with them participating 
without any evidence of intolerance, 


In my judgement, the National Conference of Social Work 
is indeed the most democratic body which is seeking to clarify 
the issues of life in America!" 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned.

Because of the success of the plan last year and after 
motion duly made and seconded, it was 


that no general session be hneld on Monday evening of Conference 
week and that the evening be left free for the major Kindred 
Groups to hold their more formal di:ner meetings. 


In order to overcome some of the confusion incident to a 
large number of meetings being held at the same time and to 
enable delegates to go from one meeting to another without dis- 
turbing the meetings they were leaving or entering, and after 
motion duly made and seconded, it was 


that the following time schedule subject to the approval of the 
Executive Committee be adopted for all meetings held in connec- 
tion with the National Conference of Social Work. 


Division Meetings.

Luncheon Meetings. 
1:00 P.M. to 2:45 P.M. 


Kindred Group Meetings.

It was agreed that a basic scheme for Division programs 
as was used last year be urged again this year as follows: 


(a). That each Division devote one of its five meetings 
to the results of research in their particular field. Research 
should be interpreted broadly to include not only statistical 
analyses but carefully prepared case records, scientifically 
conducted demonstrations and experiments, and other material 
that provides new facts in the field of social work. 


ibis 


(b). That each Division devote one of its meetings to 
the presentation and discussion of some subject or problem in 
its field of purticular value and interest to the Pacific Coast. 
This is called the local interest meeting. 


(c). That each Division devote one of its meetings to 
a series of not more than five simultaneous group discussion. 
There is an increasing demand on the part of Conference dele- 
gates for discussion meetings. The discussion meetings last 
year were generally regarded as successful. At these group dis- 
cussions, no formal papers should be presented with the possible 
exception of a very brief statement of the various factors in- 
volved in the subject to be discussed and the questions raised 
thereby. Each group should be in charge of a Chairman with one 
or more discussion leaders who have a knowledge of the particu- 
lar subject to be discussed present and ready to enter the dis- 
cussion at opportune times. It will be the responsibility of 
the Chairman and the discussion leaders to go over the subject 
in advance of the meeting and pick out several important factors 
that should be brought out during the discussion. The object of 
these group meetings is to bring out various points of thought 
and opinion. kEvery effort will be made to arrange these group 
discussions in rooms with a seating capacity of not less than 
fifty and not more than one hundred so that the group will be 
naturally limited to a workable size. 


(d). It is suggested that each Division invite some other 
Division to hold a session with them on its own time. It is 
valuable to bring two or more large groups of the Conference to- 
gether for the presentation and discussion of some common prob- 
lem. 


It was agreed, that for the meeting in San Francisco the 
policy of devoting the entire evening to one topic with in most 
cases but one paper presented be adopted. That the evening 
session open at eight o'clock but that the first thirty minutes 
be devoted to some form of music or other entertainment and that 
the formal part of the program begin at eight-thirty. 


The request of the California members of the Conference 
that some special emphasis be given in the Conference to Pan 
Pacific social problems was presented to the Program Committee. ~ 
Upon motion duly made and seconded, it was 


to suggest to the various Divisions and Kindred Groups meeting 
with the Conference that they bear in mind this request when 
preparing their programs and that also in accordance with a re- 
quest of the Pacific Coast members that the Executive Committee 
be requested to send invitations to social workers in the coun- 
tries bordering on the Pacific to attend the National Conference 
of Social Work at San Francisco. 


Attention was called to the fact that the California State 
Conference is omitting its meeting next year in order to join 
with the National Conference of Social Work. In view of this

and also because of the expressed desire of the California mem- 
bers that emphasis be given to the development of social work 
in that part of the country west of the Rocky Mountains, after 
motion duly made and seconded, it was 


that one evening general session be called California night and 
that the Executive Comm:ttee of the California State Conference be 
invited to provide the program subject to the approval of the 
Program Committee of the Conference in order that it may be co- 
ordineted with other evening programs and the Conference program 
as a whole.

The President of the Conference who is also Chairman of 
the Program Committee presented the report of the Program Commit- 
tee. (See minutes of Program Committee attached). After 
thorough discussion and various suggestions on the part of mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee, motion was duly made and 


seconded and it was 
that the report of the Program Committee be approved. 


In accordance with the suggestion of the Program Committee 
and the request of the Pacific Coast members of the Conference, 
motion was duly made and seconded and it was 


that the President and Secretary of the Conference issue invita- 
tions to social workers in the countries bordering on the Paci- 
fic Ocean to attend the next meeting of the National Conference 
of Social Work at San Francisco. 


Consideration was then given to the various recommenda- 
tions made in the report of the President and Secretary to the 
Executive Committee a copy of which had been sent to all members 
of the Committee prior to the meeting. After thorough discus- 
sion and after motion duly made and seconded, it was

It was pointed out that the next meeting of the Conference 
is to be in the far west and at great distance from the bulk of 
social work personnel, that the Conference has funds to carry 
through this year with strict economy and that next year would 
probably be abetter one to take up the entire question of the 
financial policy of the Conference and to initiate any efforts 
that might seem advisable to place the finances of the Conference 
on a more stable adequate basis. 


After motion duly made and seconded, it was 


that the Executive Committee is sympathetic with a need for mem- 
bership promotion as one means of stabilizing the Conference fi- 
nances and that the General Secretary be instructed after consul- 
tation with the President, the Treasurer and other officers and 
members of the Conference to prepare definite recormmendsations for 
future consideration. 


The General Secretary then presented the voudget for the 
year 1928-1929. (See copy attachec). After motion duly made 
and seconded, it was 


that the budget ve approved as presented. 


Miss Taylor, Chairman of Division VI, called attention to 
the fact that it would provably be impossible for her to attend 
the Conference in San Francisco and that Division VI had failed 
to nominate a Vice-Chairman of the Division and asked what should 
be done under such circumstances. In view of the fact that this. 
situation arises occasionally and there is no definite ruling as 
to procedure, after motion duly made and seconded, it was 


that under such circumstances the Chairman elected continue to 
function through the year and where no Vice-Chairman has been 
elected the President of the Conference be empowered to approve 
the nomination for Vice-Chairman of the Chairman of the Division.
